“LEAF LAW” TAKES EFFECT, DRAWS PROTESTS 

Hamptons homeowners are advised that starting 
this week, with the so-called “leaf law” going into 
effect, ridding your lawn of non-grass organic 
matter has become mandatory across the area. 
Homeowners are now required to clear their 
lawns on a weekly basis, using blowers or rakes, 
or any tools at their disposal, or risk paying a fine. 
“It’s a quality-of-life issue,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Just as we wouldn’t 
countenance having a yard filled with piles of 
garbage, we are no longer going to overlook a 
yard covered with leaves or other extraneous 


organic matter.” The last point is crucial, says 
Hirsch. “It’s been popularly referred to as the 
‘leaf law, but it obviously applies to more than 
just leaves. Sticks, twigs, you name it. If it’s not 
grass, it shouldn’t be on your lawn.” Hirsch says 
that the Hamptons Police have set up a new unit 
to patrol neighborhoods and keep an eye on the 
buildup of leaves and twigs on lawns. 

Naturally, the new law has been controversial. 
It was passed at a winter session of the Hamptons 
House and Garden Authority (HHGA), which is 
widely seen as being beholden to the powerful 
Hamptons Landscapers Association (HLA), 
a lobbying firm supported by large financial 
donations from the massive leaf blower 
manufacturing industry. On Saturday, a large 
group of indignant homeowners picketed the 
HHGA offices—which are headquartered in a sleek 
oceanfront property in Sagaponack, reportedly 
paid for by the HLA—demanding answers about 
the passage of the new law. Police were on hand 
to control the crowds. 

“Isn't it enough that we are living with 
the constant roar of leaf blowers!” shouted 
Mallory Thomas, an East Hampton resident 


who was among the protestors. “Now they’re 
literally demanding that we become a part of 
the problem—and all so that somebody can 
sell more leaf blowers to make more noise!” 
Thomas spoke for many when she demanded 
to know what harm could come from allowing 
sticks and twigs to remain on her lawn until 
the fall. 

Blaise Blatter, the Chairman of the HHGA, 
did make a brief appearance in front of the 
protestors to defend the Authority’s decision. 
Dressed in a sharp, tailored suit, he was dismissive 
of protestors’ concerns. “Look, we used to let 
twigs and sticks foul area yards for months at a 
time,” Blatter said. “That was. because removing 
them meant a lot of arduous work with rakes. But 
this is the 21st century, folks. There’s no reason 
why you can’t get out there every day with a leaf 
blower and make your yard spotless. This law 
is just about making official what ought to be 
plain common sense.” The protest broke up 
without incident. g&

Remembering Ben and Bonnie Krupinski After Fatal Tragedy 


THE FATEFUL STORM OVER INDIAN WELLS BEACH AT 2:32 P.M. ON SATURDAY

s of this writing, investigators are still 

trying to determine what caused the twin 
engine Piper Navajo aircraft to fall into the sea 
a mile off Indian Wells Beach in Amagansett 
last Saturday afternoon. Aboard that plane were 
47-year-old pilot Jon Dollard of Hampton Bays, 
businessman and builder Ben Krupinski, 70, his 
wife, developer Bonnie Bistrian Krupinski, also 
70, and their grandson Will Maerov, 22, who had 
just finished college at Georgetown. All died. 

An hour before the plane crashed, I was having 
lunch on the upstairs deck at Baron’s Cove in Sag 
Harbor. It was a beautiful, sunny day, but then, 
as were drinking coffee, we saw ominous black 
clouds forming angrily in the sky to the south 
over East Hampton, Amagansett and surely the 
ocean beyond. A breeze began picking up. We 
asked for the check. Good idea to drive home 
before the storm hit. 

Driving south, still in sunshine, on the East 
Hampton Sag Harbor Turnpike, I came upon 
this most astonishing thing. Just as I was passing 
the Ross School, about halfway home, there was 
a line in the road. Between the line and myself, 
it was dry. Past the line on was wet. So there, 
crossing it, I was in the thick of it. It was dark as 
night. Huge raindrops thudded onto the car. By 
the time I reached the turn where Cedar Street 
ends at North Main Street, I couldn’t see 10 feet 
and the flood waters were up to my car’s running 
boards. Vehicles were sending billowing waves 
of water against cars coming the other way and 


thunder and lightning flickered and crashed. 
Frightened, I used my car cellphone to call my 
wife in Southampton to tell her to pull off the 
road if she encountered this storm. She didn’t 
answer, so I left her a voicemail. I drove up Three 
Mile Harbor Road, and suddenly, as fast as it 
came, the storm was gone and the flood waters 
were gurgling off into the drains. That was it. 

The call to my wife occurred at 2:46 p.m. I did 
not know this at the time, but at that moment, 
three miles away—two miles to the beach and one 
mile off its shore—the pilot, unable to control the 
plane any longer, lost that battle over the ocean. 
The authorities learned of the crash officially at 
2:50 p.m. 

The plane is one of several small planes that 
Krupinski owned. He’d enjoyed flying planes 
since he was a young man. And this one, a twin 
engine Piper PA31 Navajo, had been one of his 
favorites. He’d owned it for at least 30 years. 

Friends later told me that, at the time of the 
crash, the Krupinski family was returning from 
a vacation in Nantucket. Bennie and Bonnie, as 
friends refer to them, were in this plane with the 
pilot and their grandson. Other family members, 
including a granddaughter, were in a second 
plane that landed safely at East Hampton airport. 
The plan was they would all meet up for dinner 
at Cittanuova, one of three restaurants Ben owns. 

The last time I spoke to Ben was 23 hours 
before the crash. It’s not important, but it does 
underline the reason why the loss of this family 
has been such a blow to this community. About 


to ask if he would renew his annual support for 
the Dan’s Papers Literary Prize competition. Of 
course he would, he said. 

It’s about philanthropy. Bennie and Bonnie 
made their fortune almost from scratch. Both 
were born and raised in this town, went to 
a local high schools, became sweethearts, got 
married and raised a family here. They are local 
people. North of the Highway people. Ben’s 
father owned a grocery store on Springs Fireplace 
Road. Bonnie’s father owned a sand-and-gravel 
business. One of Ben’s first jobs was working for 
Bonnie’s father. At the time of their death, they 
lived on Three Mile Harbor Road, just down the 
way from my house. 

Here’s the philanthropy part. When Ben 
Krupinski went into business as a builder in 
1980, the inundation of wealthy people coming to 
this community was just beginning. Ben decided 
that there were builders and there were Builders. 
Homes built by master craftsmen were need 
now, homes that might cost a lot but would be 
as close to perfectly constructed as possible. 
Other builders have done this since, but Ben 
was among the first to do so. Among his early 
clients were Christie Brinkley, Billy Joel, Martha 
Stewart, Adrienne Vittadini, Steve Cohen and 
Leon Black. Word got around. Today hundreds 
of construction people work for his firm. There 
are offices in East Hampton, Southampton and 
Greenwich, Connecticut, and the list of architects 
they’ve worked with numbers more than thirty. 

Ben also owned restaurants, some on his own, 
some with partners in town. The restaurants 


4 p.m. that day, I had called Ben on his cell phone _ 
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are Cittanuova, East Hampton Point and the 
1770 House. But his judgment was not perfect. 
Sometimes you take a risk and it doesn’t work 
out. Ben built a Chinese restaurant in Pantigo 
called Wei Fun around 2006 that, after two years, 
failed. It is a business office today. The others are 
a big success. The Krupinskis also owned the East 
Hampton Air charter service. 

Did success change the _ Krupinskis?. 
Yes, it did. They decided that they would 
donate a good portion of their considerable 
fortune to local charitable works—physically. 
Many of the public institutions I am about to 
mention were built either for free or at vastly 
reduced cost as the Krupinskis’ contribution. 
Recipients of pro bono work were Scoville 
Hall in Amagansett after it burned down, 
renovations at the East Hampton Ladies Village 
Improvement Society building, renovations 
and additions at Guild Hall and the John Drew 
Theater, renovations and additions to the 
East Hampton Library, the restoration of the 
Amagansett Life Saving Station, the reconstruction 
of the Fowler Farmhouse in East Hampton and, 
in Water Mill, the construction of the $60 million 
Parrish Art Museum, for which Krupinski won the 
contract. The value of the savings to the East End 
for these works is in excess of tens of millions of 
dollars, even a hundred million dollars. Thus my 
call to Ben on Friday. There is nobody, nobody, 
who does this on this level in these parts. The son 
of a grocery store owner and the daughter of a 
sand-and-gravel company owner did this. 

The Krupinskis were witty and fun and, staying 
behind the scenes, enjoyed an unaffected, private 
family life. My most recent encounter with Bonnie 


Krupinski came two years ago when I went.to.__ 


her office on Springs Fireplace Road, where her 
family runs their sand-and-gravel business. 

I had noticed, while writing about the airport 
noise battle between the locals and the FAA at the 
East Hampton Airport, that there was another 
place, shown on a map of East Hampton, where 
helicopters could land. It was at the Bistrian Sand 
and Gravel headquarters on Springs Fireplace 
Road. I went there and confronted Bonnie about 
this, and we both started laughing. Both of our 
homes are just downwind of this site. But it is an 
emergency chopper site. Never going to be used 
for commercial operation. I told her that Dan’s 
Papers is in favor of all public works in the town 
that make sense, except in this case—it’s too close 
to either my house or hers. 

“Ethics only goes so far,” I said proudly. And we 
started laughing again. 

I miss them. We all do. I am an emotional 
wreck over what happened to them and their 
grandson, who had his whole life ahead of him. 

The New York media, in covering this tragedy, 
have described the Krupinskis as “builders to the 
stars.” They may have been that. But it does not 
even begin to describe what they were about and 
what that meant to this community.

Want another story about them? The 
press reports, correctly, that Bennie and Bonnie 
are co-owners of the prestigious East Hampton 
Golf Club. 

It’s prestigious today. It was not prestigious 
when, 30 years ago, Pete Bistrian, Bonnie’s 
father, decided to make a golf course there with 
his bulldozers. It took him 20 years to complete. 
He liked golf. 

Pete Bistrian owned all this land. On 
weekends, with the sand-and-gravel operation 


closed, he and his men 
would take their bulldozers 
to this land and clear out all 
the trees and shrubs for the 
18 fairways. As weekend work, 
it took about a year to do this. 
Suddenly, out of nowhere, 
the town decided no, no, no, 
you can’t have a golf course 
here. A clubhouse is against 
zoning. Sprinkler systems 
were deemed inadequate. So 
the work stopped. It stopped 
for 10 years, Bistrian figured | 
he was done, and the cleared 
land was such a mess. But then 
an ingenious Riverhead lawyer 
named Bill Esseks got an idea. Bistrian had gotten

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Hole in the Head 


tion of Karl Grossman 


The Remarkable Transforma

here’s a certain bond that develops among 


longtime columnists on the East End, 
particularly with those doing it for a half a century 
or more. I am one of those. Karl Grossman 
is another. I write humor, local affairs and 
sometimes hoaxes, while Grossman writes about 
the environment and preservation, workplace 
safety, and sometimes government and business 
scandals, always from a liberal perspective—at 
least until the last month, about which I will get 
to a little later. 

In any case, Karl and I are longtime friends. 
My wife and I hung out with him and his wife on 
Virgin Gorda in the British Virgins for a number 
of winters. 

As with all of us who enjoy life on this planet, 
bad things sometimes happen. Usually, none of 
us write about such things, particularly if they 
don’t have anything to do with the particular 
point of view we espouse in our writings. 

However, last week, Grossman wrote about a 
particular medical condition that had affected 
him, and how the problem was solved by doctors 
drilling two holes in his head. I read it with 
interest, called him up to give my condolences, 
and was glad to hear he is now well. 

About two months ago, Grossman wrote, he 
tripped over something in a dark room and 
landed on his head. He got up with a ringing in 
his ears, took an aspirin and felt better. Nothing 
further seemed to come of it. However, several 
weeks later, visiting his doctor on another matter, 
the doctor expressed alarm at how Grossman was 
walking and talking. He appeared unsteady, and 
his eyes weren't dilating properly. The doctor 
ordered more tests. 

Turns out, Grossman had blood contusions 
on both sides of his head between his skull and 
brain. It was a serious business, and as a result, 
he wrote, he wound up having to have two 
holes drilled into his head to drain the resulting 
hematomas. It was an unpleasant situation for 
a couple of days, but he pulled through and he’s 
fine now. 

Personally, I am glad he did this. I hadn’t known 
what had happened to him when it happened, but 
I did notice a change in his writing. The week 
before the date of the accident, he wrote of some 
collusion going on between the government and 
some power company.

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Windfarm’s Fake News: 


When Truth Is Hard to Separate from Lies, Nobody Wins

few weeks ago, I wrote an article in support 
f the planned windfarm out in the Atlantic 
Ocean that could power all the electricity needs on 
eastern Long Island. I could see no valid objection 
to this, considering the obvious benefit (and what 
Block Islanders told me was a clear success 
there), and I ended the article by saying that if 
anyone could provide me with any reasonable 
objection to the windfarm project, please send 
it to me. Two people responded. Both sent me 
the same online article from the Institute for 
Energy Research. 

The Institute newsletter contains articles about 
solar panels, oil and gas power, electrical grids 
and government regulations. 

Its most recent article, published April 11, was 
entitled “OFFSHORE WIND STATES BEWARE.” 

“Fishermen across the region have been 
pressing officials for answers to their concerns,” 
the article says, also noting that “fishermen 
are indicating the wind farm poses serious 
threats caused by scattering massive metal shafts 
and snaking underwater cables across prime 
fishing grounds.” 

It also says “Fishermen complain that the area 
where the [cable to Block Island] extends to the 
mainland is completely devoid of fish, which 
used to be fruitful fishing grounds. Fishermen 
also complained that their lines have caught on 
the concrete casings that cover portions of cables 
that are not buried.” 

Hmmm. That contradicts what fishermen tell 
me, which is that the fishery is abundant near the 


Block Island offshore wind farm. The windmills 
are magnets for fish, like undersea shipwrecks. 
“In 2016, to protect valuable scallop and squid 
grounds, the fishing industry filed a lawsuit 
against the Bureau of Ocean Energy Management 


(BOEM) to stop the development of a 26-mile 


wind farm off Long Island,” the article continues. 
“Besides scallops and squids, the site for the 
proposed wind farm includes ocean habitats for 
loggerhead sea turtles, right whales, black sea 
bass and summer flounder.” 

Yes, but their lawyer said his clients believe 
sensible wind energy development and fishing 
could co-exist. It’s just that full research needs to 
be done before it gets approved. 


The Institute wrote that rather than saving | 


money, the project cost $300 million to provide 
30 megawatts—that’s $10,000 per. kilowatt, 
which the piece says makes it “about 10 times 
more than the cost of a new natural gas combined 
cycle unit. Further, it is 55 percent more costly 
than what the Energy Information Administration 
(EIA) expects a first-of-a-kind offshore wind unit 
to cost...” 

It was at that moment I realized that the 
Institute for Energy Research was a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing. Yes, its true, a windfarm could cost 10 
times what a natural gas unit of similar size could 
cost. But it leaves out the fact that for the next 
20 years, the wind provides power practically 
for free, while with gas and oil, the power costs a 
fortune to dig up and transport, making oilmen 
rich while they ruin the atmosphere. 

So what is the Institute for Energy Research? 
I dug deep into their website. It’s an outfit 


headed up by a five-member board of directors, 
at least two of whom are from the oil and gas 
industry. One is chairman of a drilling company. 
Another is president of an “energy procurement” 
company that transports oil. Oddly, no one on 
the board appears to be directly from a big 
oil company. Why? Perhaps because the big oil 
companies are in the energy business and they 
are among those bidding for offshore windfarm 
leases from the government. They don’t care 
if the money they make comes from wind, solar, 
gas or oil. The “Institute” is out to promote 
oil and gas, and the drilling and transport 
business owners. 

That’s why elsewhere in this article the 
“Institute” attacks Statoil for being a big 
foreign oil company wanting into the wind 
business. “(It is) two-thirds owned by the 
Norwegian government. (It) won the bid to 
develop 79,000 acres of ocean off Long Island....” 

So ask the Institute leaders what they think | 
about fish and offshore oil wells. I think they will 
tell you that’s just fine in the sea. : 

The Institute for Energy Research wants to 
stop offshore windfarm operations. It’s biased. 
And in its bizarre soe sections, I call it 
fake news. 

You can also join up to ent the Institute. 
And it’s a nonprofit, so it’s tax free. Climb aboard. 

Yes, Russia meddled with our election. And - 
yes, they also tried to meddle with the French 
elections.

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BY THE BOOK

Liberty, Equality, “Soxority”—A Debut Nowel fox Eu 


f you’re browsing the shelves at your local 

bookstore this summer, you’re guaranteed to 
come across Genevieve Sly Crane’s debut novel, 
Sorority (Scout Press, $26). After all, when 
people talk, bookstores listen—and people are 
talking about this novel. 

First, some housekeeping, so to speak. Sorority, 
despite being primarily populated with female 
characters, is not “chic-lit.” Also, despite its title, 
Sorority is not replete with Hollywood tropes of 
binge drinking and sex-fueled college frat parties 
(quite the opposite). One needn’t have been in 
a sorority in order to “get” the novel. Sorority, 
in fact, isn’t about a sorority, so much as an 
examination of the lives of a sorority’s sisters. 
A man browsing the stacks shouldn’t pass it 
over simply due to its title and the femininity it 
suggests. Any non-grandmother who has read 
The Summer Book by Tove Jansson—a book 
that has some similarities with Sorority—should 
know not to judge a book by its characters. 

If you're looking to begin a book club, Sorority 
is fodder for robust conversations between book- 
clubbers of all ages. The relatively short and 
engrossing chapters make Sorority the perfect 
_ beach read. The careful, tragic language makes 
Sorority a before-bed read that, well, might 
actually keep you up all night. The themes and 
ideas presented in Sorority bring to mind a 
reader curled up in front of a fireplace on a rainy 
day, pausing at any one of countless sentences 
that require a moment of contemplation. All of 
which is to say, there’s nowhere and no place 
where Sorority can’t or shouldn’t be read. 

Crane, a 2013 graduate of Stony Brook 
Southampton’s MFA in Creative Writing and 
Literature program, was the Pledge Mistress of 
her own sorority as an undergraduate, so we're 
pretty sure from the start that we’re dealing with 
a capable author who knows her subject. 

Once Sorority begins, any doubt is dispelled. 
Straight away, we are introduced to the ensemble 
cast as a chorus in the novel’s opening chapter. 
In Classical Greek drama the chorus was a group 
of actors who described and commented upon 
the main action of a play with song, dance 
_and recitation. The main action reverberating 


through this Greek-life drama is the death—or | 


was it suicide?—of Margot, former occupant of 
Room Epsilon, where no one lives now. 

The reader is first introduced to Lucy and 
Shannon, two Massachusetts girls, childhood 
friends who, unbeknownst to each other, are 
pledging the same sorority. We follow the two 
girls through ages 11, 12 and 13; into their 
sophomore year of high school when their 
friendship abruptly ends. We meet Twyla in a 
psych ward, there on suicide watch—and Twyla’s 
dead father who haunts her, invisible to everyone 
else, from the corner of every room. Deidre, a 
naked sushi model and Margot’s girlfriend. Kyra, 
who was evicted from the sorority for having 
become pregnant. Stella, who thought she was 
spending a romantic weekend in the woods with 
her frat-brother boyfriend, but ended up being 
left alone in a cabin in the middle of nowhere. 

Throughout the novel, Crane threads the lives 
of these sisters and others into an elaborate 
web of vignettes, each providing insight into the 


lives of the sorority’s sisters and their 
relationships both with each other and 
with the outside world. We find sisters 
with eating disorders and unplanned 
pregnancies, victims of drug abuse 
and sexual assault—real life tragedies 
set in a Greek one. 

In Sorority, Crane constructs 
approximately two-dozen realities, 
each as carefully similar as they are 
unique—each story playing with and 
against the others in interesting and 


compelling ways, moving along with 
even more interesting and compelling 
language. Small details are dropped 
here and there, sisters are referenced 
in passing, connecting the stories and, 
in a way, answering a philosophical 
question: How does one know, outside 
of their own experience, that anyone 
else exists. 

Sentence for sentence, Sorority 
might be the best new book you read 
thissummer.

In new 
construction, extra layers of insulation 
and better grade windows sure help as 
well. But ultimately, it is all about the 
landscaping. 


In a poor location, I would spruce up 
whatever gives off the wow factor for 
that specific home. In addition, in this 
case it’s especially important to clean 
up the exterior paint and make the 
interior clean and uncluttered. 


Keep in mind, everything eventually 
sells! There really are no bad 
locations. Some buyers just love 
planes, trains and automobiles! That 
said, cleanliness indoors is next to 
godliness—and don’t forget to focus 
on curb appeal. 


With a property close to the highway, 
noise reduction is very difficult. You 
can try a fence, but noise is like 
water—t will just flow in. Speaking 
of water, people sometimes install a 
fountain or a waterfall to try to mask 
the noise, but in the end, it just sounds 
like noisy traffic with a waterfall. It 
just doesn’t work. Once, though, 

we installed speakers outside with 

a waterfall tape in a house we were 
showing. When the traffic got to be 
high, we cranked the sound until it was 
like Niagara Falls. Another time we 
had a beautiful red barn conversion, 
just off the highway. Hundreds of 
people came to see it, and they loved 
it, except for the noise. Until one day 
a couple from New York City just fell 
in love with it. They couldn’t hear the 
noise. Sometimes you need to show 
the place to hundreds of people until 
one person falls in love.

John Lyon Gardiner, MD (1823-1908) was the eighth grandson of Lion Gardiner. His previous seven 
grandfathers were all named David, down to Lion’s son David (1636-1689). His great-grandfather 
David was the sixth proprietor of Gardiner’s Island, and he was cousin to the David Gardiner who 

wrote Chronicles of East Hampton, a series of articles first published in the Sag Harbor Corrector in the 
early 1840s, and who was the father of Julia Gardiner Tyler. Dr. Gardiner purchased the Captain William 
Topping House at 39 Lumber Lane in Bridgehampton in 1855 and lived there until he decided to retire 
from active practice and build his own house. 


The site he chose was very elevated, part of the glacial moraine. In 1913, great excitement came when a 
bed of fossil shells belonging to the Tertiary period were found nearby, about 10 feet below ground and 
about 140 feet above sea level. And during the Revolution, a farmer named David Cook, who enlisted 

in 1780 at the age of 60, hid his cattle in a deep dell in the woods on what would later be the Gardiner 
property, known as Purgatory Hollow. Until then, the Hessian troops stationed in the area would steal his 
stock and farm produce. According to Memories of Old Bridgehampton (1916), “to call anyone a Hessian 


was the lowest, vilest epithet that could be bestowed.”

HOME SWEET HOME 


Dulce Domum was built in the Gothic Revival style mixed 
with Shingle Style. By 1891, the Gothic style was fading in 
popularity in more urban areas, but was still popular in more 
rural settings. It was part of the picturesque and romantic 
movement in architecture, reflecting a taste for buildings 
inspired by medieval design rather than the classical look of 
Greek Revival. In a rural setting, the complex, irregular forms 
of Gothic buildings were thought to fit in better with a natural 
landscape rather than Greek. 


The Portrait and Biographical Record of Suffolk County (1896) 
stated of Gardiner, “At the present time he resides at “Dulce 
Domum” or “Sweet Home,” and from that point he can see 
fifteen lighthouses in the Sound, and has a view of about fifty 
miles over the Atlantic. He can see all the vessels that pass the 
Sound, and Groton Monument, near New London, a distance of 
thirty-five miles. The Doctor’s home is a very pleasant one, and 
he has many old Indian relics. His old nurse, Tamar Wright, a 
Montauk Indian, is still living, and would be queen of her tribe if 
she cared to return to it.” 


The tower at Dulce Domum is crenellated like a medieval 
castle. A crenellation is a parapet with open spaces for shooting 
arrows, and for many years the house’s surrounding privet 
hedge was crenellated too, which gave rise to the property 
being called “The Castle” locally. Mrs. Gardiner personally chose 
the stones for the fireplace in what is now the music room, 
including a relic from the Civil War. Continued on page 26

Unfortunately, Dr. Gardiner didn’t get to enjoy his home all that long—he 
died in 1908 and is buried in Bridgehampton Cemetery. His widow lived until 
1925. 


Dulce Domum, known now as Tower Hill, got a new lease of life when 
purchased by supermodel Christie Brinkley in 1998 for $3.2 million. She 
restored and added on to the dignified old house, including outbuildings. One 
of the most extraordinary additions by Brinkley was a fire surround in the 
kitchen, made of local stones from Sag Harbor and beach glass, that spells out 
“Sweet Home,” just as Mrs. Gardiner designed the music room fireplace. 


There’s now also a four-bedroom guest house, a greenhouse conservatory, a 
barn Brinkley uses as an art studio, and of course a pretty pool and spa. The 
grounds are especially appealing, with winding walking paths, an organic 
garden, and a tennis court, all on 20 acres. 


To end, we'd like to quote Miss Hannah Elliston, who in 1901 visited and 
wrote a long, long poem called “Dulce Domum.” 


Upon a sun-kissed hill fair ‘Dulce Domum’ stands.

But as Hollander knows, in today’s environmentally conscious days, beauty 
isn’t enough. A responsible homeowner must carefully consider the 
environment. After all, in the past number of years, there have been problems 
with water quality in most larger South Fork water bodies, including Lake 
Agawam, Mecox Bay, Sagg Pond and Georgica Pond. Even Peconic Bay has 
had problems with brown tides and other algae blooms that impact water 
quality, fish and shellfish populations. 


It’s important for landscape architects to balance your wishes while 
mitigating the harmful impact of these projects, protecting the land, local 
saltwater and freshwater bodies and the wildlife that depend on them. 


Hollander says “Many homeowners don’t have vegetated buffers between 
lawn and landscaped areas and the wetlands bordering these water bodies. 
This allows lawn fertilizers and chemicals to have detrimental impacts on 
water quality.” 


When creating a lush and luxurious landscape for his clients, Hollander 
establishes these vegetated buffers to filter any runoff water. This will help 
prevent fertilizers or other chemicals from entering local water bodies. He likes 


to create a beautiful meadow area with wildflowers for an attractive transition 
from lawns and landscaped gardens to adjacent wetland areas. Not only do 
meadows such as these preserve the water view, these buffers also provide 
habitat for butterflies, bees, and songbirds. Hollander likes to use milkweeds, 
specifically Asclepias incarnata (swamp milkweed), which attract butterflies, 
mixed with native grasses and other flowers such as hibiscus. Native grasses 
are also not usually browsed by deer. 


And as for that rolling lawn, “Homeowners should consider switching from 
high maintenance bluegrass lawns, which require substantial amounts of 
irrigation and fertilizer, to fescue lawns. We like to call this fescue to the 
rescue,’ comments Hollander. “Fescue lawns look great and require half the 
irrigation of bluegrass. Fescue can be overseeded into existing turf areas or 
can be installed as fully grown sod for an instant low maintenance lawn.” 


Other best practices to use in your lawn and garden include dramatically 

reducing or eliminating the use of any toxic chemicals. Go organic whenever 
possible. Some environmental things, like climate change, are outside of our 
individual ability to change, but in our small, precious area, it’s important for 


everyone to do what they can to keep our water clean. — Laura Euler

From Stonehenge to the Great Pyramids, and all the wonders that followed, 
the ability to move and shape rocks represents both the human struggle to 
overpower nature and our embrace of its most primeval materials. Today, 
in a world of sharp edges and manufactured comfort, the greatest masters 
create works that appear delivered by a force as old as the earth itself. 


Richard Cohen and Jim Kutz of Rockwater Ltd. have spent the last 35 years 
honing their talent for building custom rock and water features, running 
the gamut between perfectly formed stone walls and pools to boulder 
arrangements with little trace of human intervention. The men share an 
independent spirit revealed in one-of-a-kind creations as unique as the 
stones from which they’re built. 


“We've worked really hard; we’re a two-man operation,” Cohen says, flipping 
through a portfolio of projects in the kitchen of his Amagansett home of 40 
years, which also serves as Rockwater headquarters. “Everything you see is 
done by two guys.” 


Even a cursory look at Cohen and Kutz’s many completed projects reveals 
the breadth of their achievement. Together, the duo has seemingly defied 
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“Every job we do, we pick the pieces,” he says, 
recounting trips into forests to choose stones for removal. 
“Great natural pieces make great jobs, 
if you know what you’ re doing with them.”

nature and bent it to their will, often while making their work look beautifully 
endemic to the land or water around it. 


In a particularly impressive show of prowess, Rockwater installed a one- 
acre pond, 12 feet deep, on an eight-acre property. They used the dug-out 
earth to shape and grade the surrounding landscape until the finished pond 
looked as if it has always been there. 


Kutz and Cohen’s biggest job to date was a huge stone and watercourse 
between two ponds at Merrill Lynch headquarters in Hopewell, New Jersey. 
But the business started much, much smaller. 


“We built a little pond in the backyard—that was the beginning,” Cohen 
says, explaining how he and Kutz went from forging a friendship on the 
Jersey Shore to building a successful business in the Hamptons. “I moved 
out here and he came out to visit,” Cohen adds, noting that earlier, “I didn’t 
know what to do to make a living out here.” 


Kutz was creating perennial gardens at the time, and after building the 
pond at Cohen’s home, the men realized they could make more. Soon, Kutz 
was staying with Cohen in Amagansett for six months at a time, completing 
jobs for various clients. The men continued learning and working until they 
had developed a vast pool of knowledge and experience. Cohen, who spent 
much of his youth seeing the world, even traveled to Kyoto, Japan, to visit 
the famous rock gardens and further his understanding of his craft. 


A self-described “maniac” for rocks, Cohen loves what he does and surrounds 
himself with rocks of all kinds. Modest and somewhat reserved in his 
demeanor, the artisan speaks enthusiastically about sacred Shiva Lingam 
stones from rivers in India, petrified wood and the treasures he finds during 
annual trips to the Tucson Gem & Mineral Show. Cohen lights up when

recognizing others’ appreciation for the lichen- and moss-covered 
granite boulders many would pass without a second glance. 


The men have a real fondness for natural rocks and projects that 
highlight their prehistoric pulchritude. “We love the lichen and 
moss on them,” Cohen says. “We don’t want them to look new.” 


Despite this inclination, Rockwater will also happily build 
impeccable stacked-rock walls with perfectly square corners and 
fine edges. Even natural-style boulders and stones will be honed 
to sit straight and permanent wherever they rest. “We try to make 
everything as precise as we can, so it fits great,” Cohen says. 


He and Kutz, who now resides in Allentown, Pennsylvania, could 
spend months searching for just the right stone to complete a 
job, whether it’s a naturally flat piece of bluestone for a custom 
eight-foot round barbecue area or a craggy promontory to top 
off a natural waterfall. “We network our way through quarries,” 
Cohen says, explaining that they’ve made great friends who 
regularly call them after digging particularly interesting rocks out 
of the ground. 


“Every job we do, we pick the pieces,” he says, recounting trips 
into forests to choose stones for removal. “Great natural pieces 
make great jobs, if you know what you're doing with them.”

Be neighborly and simply ask your neighbor to be respectful and to lower the volume. Sometimes being brave

SECOND 


| If the noise won’t stop, you should next check your local town or village code for the specific decibel rules for your 
| community. Then, purchase a noise decibel reader (you can even get an app for your cell phone) to calculate the 
decibel level. After carefully recording the decibels at the lot line for multiple days and keeping a record of your 
findings, you should file an official complaint with your town or village. Remember to monitor your request and 
follow up with the town or village because they are bombarded with requests and you don’t want yours to slip 
through the cracks. 


THIRD 


If the town or village does nothing (remember to have patience before you give up on local government), 

and the noise hasn’t stopped, then, and only then, call an attorney. You should initially have this attorney send a 
demand letter seeking the end of the noise. If that doesn’t solve the problem, it’s time to start a lawsuit. 

When considering this option, be mindful that these types of lawsuits can cost tens of thousands of dollars and 
will likely require an expert witness to go out and record the noise level, so only bring the lawsuit when you are 
out of alternatives.

The Hamptons is known for being a place of animal lovers, but few love them as much as Michelle Neufeld Montak. She is the founder 
of Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue, an all-volunteer organization that rescues dogs from high-kill shelters across the country. Michelle 
lives in Sagaponack with her husband, Eddie, and their three rescue dogs. 


Have you always lived in the Hamptons? 

I actually grew up in Toronto, where my career was selling real estate. I 
was visiting a college friend who'd moved to New York City in July 2005 and 
had a summer share in the Hamptons. We went out for dinner to JL East, 
where I met my husband Eddie, a friend of a friend. We dated long distance 
for a couple of years and then I moved out here. 


Do you have a favorite dog breed? How many do you live with? 

Right now, we have three—Donni, Delia, and Lulu—and I do love the 
big fluffy breeds like Great Pyrenees. I’ve always been a dog lover—my 
mother says as soon as i was old enough to walk I chased every animal that 
crossed my path to give them a big hug! My dog Otis was the love of my 
life and he lived to be 17, a bearded collie-sheepdog mix. But we rescue all 
kinds, from puppies to seniors, and all breed, from big dogs to little. 


4: What inspired you to start Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue? 
iV. T went to a fundraiser a number of years ago for another local rescue 
and it changed my life. I was utterly heartsick to find out that there were 
so many dogs dying in high-kill shelters across the United States. I had 
expected to just drop in to the fundraiser but wound up staying three hours. 
I worked with the other rescue for a number of years and then started my 
own organization in 2011. Since then, we’ve saved more than 2,000 dogs 
from shelters. We don’t have a central adoption facility; all our rescues are 
housed in foster homes. 


What you're doing is so unusual: caring for so many animals without a 
facility. Do you ever have any plans to open one? 
VV It’s a goal and a dream to have a facility. Maybe someday it will 
become a reality. But the way we rescue now,

with fosters, adopters can be told about each individual dog’s personality. 
They're socialized well in a home environment. Every animal we rescue gets 
spayed/neutered, vaccinated and microchipped, and receives any additional 
necessary medical treatment prior to being adopted out. But then, each dog 
has to have a foster home lined up before they can travel up here, usually 
from the South. If there’s no foster for them, they can’t come. 

We always need more foster homes. Every home we can get is another life 
we can save. 


Why is it important for people to adopt, not shop for, their furry friends? 

So many incredibly wonderful animals are in kill shelters through no 
fault of their own. Not because they’re bad dogs in any way. There’s so 
much animal overpopulation down South, especially in rural areas. People 
often don’t have their animals neutered, so they're running around breeding, 
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and you see all these poor puppies everywhere and they wind up in shelters 
because there’s nowhere else for them. 

In the past, a lot of people felt like rescues were abused or there was 
something wrong with them, but now times have changed and people see 
how wonderful these animals are. They’re just beautiful animals that deserve 
a loving home. We try to educate people about adoption, and, of course, not 
to support puppy mills. 


What would your ideal day in the Hamptons look like? 

Anything with animals in it! I like dogs more than people. My husband 
and I love to cook together, I love to bake and we love listening to live music 
at the Talkhouse. Our perfect day starts with coffee—nothing happens till 
after coffee—then a leisurely walk on Gibson Beach, our favorite beach, and 
then the day ends with boating.

When Gran’s friend, the difficult-to-impress 
Catalina Catalan, presses a silver handle into a hillside 
and opens a doorway to underground, he knows that 
he will have no choice but to follow wherever she leads. 
With luck on their side, and some discarded hockey 
sticks for good measure, Gran and Catalina might just 
find a way to lift their sinking town—and the known 
world—out of danger. 

All Summer Long is a coming-of-age, middle-grade 
graphic novel about summer and friendships, written 
and illustrated by the Eisner Award winning Hope 
Larson. Thirteen-year-old Bina’s best friend, Austin, is 
off to soccer camp for a month, so it’s up to her to see 
how much fun she can have on her own.

“Fellow Travelers” Brings Histor to Life at Bay Street 


) ay Street Theater’s Mainstage Season opened with 
Fellow Travelers, its fifth world premiere to date, 
and this one is something special. Playwright Jack 
Canfora tells the story of the complicated relationship 
between Arthur Miller, Elia Kazan and Marilyn 
Monroe as they are forced to confront the warped 
American nationalism known as McCarthyism and the 
Hollywood blacklist that occurs as a result. 

Director Michael Wilson and the show’s cast have 
done an incredible job of bringing the rich history 
to life. The drama opens with Miller (Wayne Alan 
Wilcox) and Kazan (Vince Nappo) seated on a train 
discussing the changes that Kazan had to make to 
adapt Tennessee Williams’s A Streetcar Named Desire 
to film. When they arrive at Harry Cohn’s (Mark 
Blum) office to hear whether or not he'll produce 
their latest collaboration, they receive some shocking 
news: an FBI representative (Jeffrey Bean) will need 
to review the finished work to determine if it’s all- 
American enough, aka overtly anti-Communist. When 
they argue with the suggested changes, their loyalties 
are called into question. They're later subpoenaed 
to appear before the House Un-American Activities 
Committee (HUAC), with one naming the names of 
former Communist Party USA members to save his 
career, and the other risking prison to avoid putting 
any of his colleagues in jeopardy.

With a minimal set comprised of sliding panels 
and illuminated lines on the floor designating room 
boundaries, the creative team provides just enough 
imagery for viewers’ minds to fill in the blanks. One of 
the most memorable moments is when the spotlights 
shine down on Kazan during his HUAC hearing and 
grayed-out American flags are projected behind him, 
creating an ominous sense of disillusionment. While 
the play has no physical antagonist, it illuminates 
the sinister side of American nationalism and the 
dangers of putting political idealism above free speech. 
Throughout the show, the date of the scene is projected 
onto the set, which creates a fairly easy-to-follow 
timeline, although it does get confusing in a few spots 
when there are multiple time jumps. 


That detail is minor when compared to the 


impeccable acting displayed. Wilcox’s Arthur Miller is 
sincere in his convictions, standing firmly on his beliefs 
without coming across as self-righteous or preachy. 
Monroe, as portrayed by Rachel Spencer Hewitt, is a 
smart businesswoman, loyal friend and patient lover. 
While the relationship between Kazan and Miller is 
arguably the most interesting in the play, Monroe 
remains at the heart of the friendship and acts as the 
catalyst to repair it. 

The biggest crowd-pleaser, earning more laughs 
than any other character, is the witty Kazan. Nappo 
delivers every quip flawlessly, and most are received 
with a raucous uproar. However, his character shifts 
in Act II after being shut out of the Oscars and 


deciding to name names to protect his own career, 
trading his friendly quips for self-righteous speeches 
and defensive rebuttals. Nappo handles this complex 
transition without missing a step and manages to keep 
the audience largely on his side. A 

In the final scene, the male leads appear to have 
buried the hatchet and are working on a new project 
after Miller and Monroe’s divorce, and her death two 
months later, but the two have so much anger and 
resentment built up after the events of the play that 
they explode minutes before the final curtain. It’s 
a painfully real moment that, the actors playing the 
stoic Miller and jovial Kazan portray with power and 
emotional prowess. 


Fellow Travelers is a phenomenal play and a must- 
see for anyone at all curious about this dark era in 
American history and its similarities to today’s political 
climate and new wave of radical nationalism. The 
actors bring these historical figures to life with great 
respect and honesty, and the writing and directing 
tell a compelling story that is sure to keep audience 
members talking about it for days after seeing it. ga

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Heintichs’ “Light on Shadow’ Sewes as Beautiful Wauing 


outhampton Arts Center’s (SAC) latest exhibition, 

Shawn Heinrichs’ “Light on Shadow,” presents 
an intimate look at marine life under threat, through 
a series of beautiful and challenging photographs, 
through July 16. 

Heinrichs’ images juxtapose the majestic undersea 
creatures in their habitat with the encroachment of 
man’s trash and wanton destruction of species for 
such unnecessary indulgences as folk remedies and 
shark fin soup. 

Curated by English art dealer and consultant 
Matthew Hockley Smith, the show opened with 
a reception and artist talk featuring Heinrichs 
on May 26, which attracted Entourage star and 
Quogue resident Adrian Grenier; Murmuration 
CEO Emma Bloomberg, daughter of former 
New York mayor Michael Bloomberg; and 
Hamptons veterinarian and animal-activist Scarlett 
Magda, of Veterinarians Without Borders, among 
other notable guests. 

The photos were also on view during Dan’s 
Rosé Soirée presented by Porsche over Memorial 
Day weekend. 

“Art is my passion, conservation is my purpose, 
and for me the two are inseparable,” Heinrichs 
says of the work, which takes him undercover to 
remote corners of the globe, where he captures rare 
glimpses of the endangered species trade. “I have 
found art is the most powerful tool I can contribute 
to help protect the ocean’s most threatened species 
and habitats.” 

The main gallery at SAC gives visitors a 
breathtaking array of imagery showing the lives of 
these threatened animals—such as. the family of 
humpback whales, including a sweet young calf, in

“Flight of the Humpback Whales’—and exploring 
the captivating light and shadow playing off the 
water and its inhabitants. 

Heinrichs has a keen eye for light, especially as it 
relates and contrasts with shadow to create a striking 
subaquatic chiaroscuro. Lining walls on either side 
of SAC’s main gallery, the artist’s large prints give 
the viewer a mollifying feeling of being submerged 
alongside his subjects. 

Combining these soothing pictures with difficult 
industrial images, featured in “The Dark Room” in 
the rear of the museum, delivers a deeply painful and 
powerful message about the urgent crisis in our seas. 
This harder-to-view selection of photographs shows 
marine animals, like those so beautifully represented 
at the start of the exhibition, after being subjected to 
the cruelty of man. 

Mostly smaller prints, one must scrutinize them 
in closer proximity, forcing more intimate 
participation and interaction. With the living 
creatures still fresh in the mind, visitors must 
look upon shots of thousands upon thousands of 
amputated fins laid out to dry in “Ten Thousand 
Fins” and “Shark Fin Rooftop 1”—the sharks’ bodies 
cast off as wasteful refuse. Another brutal image, 
“Turtle Apocalypse,” captures dozens of sea turtles 
awaiting their death. And still others continue the 
painful narrative. 

But it’s not all bleak doom and gloom. Heinrichs 
also presents photographs illustrating harmony 
between humans and the large beasts beneath 
the water’s surface. “Surrender,” for example, 
features a nude female, arms outstretched, floating 
breathtakingly close to a gigantic manta ray—an

Where are you from originally? 

I grew up in an ethnically rich family in Huntington.

Most meals were cooked at home and with 
love. We only ate out on special occasions. 

My earliest food memories include going out into the 
yard and picking eggplants, green peppers and lettuces 
to be used for dinner that night.

Whaling Captains Lovely Historic Home Sells Faidy Quickly 


his historic whaling captain’s home has undergone 

quite a transformation. It first hit the market back | _ 
in 2013, when it was in need of restoration but had 
many cool original details retained. It was the home of 
Shamgar Huntington Slate (say that three times fast), 
captain of the whaleship Neptune in 1841 and owner 
of this residence. (“Shamgar”: a name you don’t hear 
much these days.) 

In 2013 the place was in almost its original 
condition, with original millwork, random-width 
pumpkin pine flooring, two parlors, three original 
staircases, three bedrooms and two and a half baths. 
Total square footage was 2,555-square-feet on 
0.34 of an acre. An enterprising person purchased 
the property for $1.7 million not too long after it hit 
the market. 

Last autumn, the house hit the market again. The 
house is now 4,500 square feet—it was added on to 
in the rear and the lower level was finished. There are 
five bedrooms, including a large master, and 5.5 baths. 
Of course there’s a new kitchen, and outside, there’s a 
sweet new picket fence, landscaping and a spanking 
new gunite pool—along with a cute pool house. 

None of this came cheap. The property, repped by 
David Cox at Corcoran, was asking $6.325 million 
but sold on May 23 for a very fair $5.5 million. And 
of course the new owner, besides enjoying all the 
latest amenities, including smart house technology, 
gets bragging rights to living in a whaling captain’s 
home. Somewhere, ol’ Shamgar is smiling. (Probably 
in Macao, where he is apparently buried.) gt.
